THE COMING SPECIE. 


Provisions of the Silver Bill (as Passe 
ed by Both Houses of Congress. 


The silver bill, which now goes to 
the President for his . signature, 
original'y passed the House on the 
3lst of March by a vote of 125 yeas to 
99 nays. When it reached the Sen- 
ate it was very materially modified. 
The third section, which made silyer 
dollars a legal tender tothe amount 
of fifty dollars and the smallei silver 
coin to the amount of twenty-five 
dollars, was stricken out, and other 
important changes were made As it 
finally passed the Senate, and was 
concurred in by the House, it reads 
as folows: 

Be it enacted etc., That there be 
and hereby is appropriated ont of any 
movey in the Treasury, uci other- 
wise appropriated, the suai of $164,- 
000 to provide for engraving and 
printing and other expenses of mak- 
ing and issuing United States notes, 
aud the further sui of $45,000 to pro- 
vide for engraving and printing ba- 
tional bank notes, to be disbursed 
under the Seeretary of the Treasury. 

Fection 2. That the Secretary of the 
Treasury is hereby directed to isstie 
silver coins of the United States of 
the denomination of ten, twenty, 
iwenty-five and fifty cents of stand- 
ard value, in redemption of a equal 
amount of § fractional curreacy, 
whetherthe same be now in the 
Treasury awaiting redemption or 
whenever it may be presented for re- 
demption, and the Secretary of the 
Treasury may, under regulations of 
the Treasury Depaitment, provide 
for such redemption and issue by 
substitution at the regular sub-treas- 
uries and depositories of the 
United States untilthe whole amount 
of fractional currency outstanding 
shall be redeemed, aud the fractional 
currency redeemed under this act 
ing fund provided for by the existing 
thereon as in the case of bonds re- 
deemed under the acts re’ating to the 
sinking fund. 

[n anticipation of the final passage 
of the bill to day the Acting Secre- 
tary of the Treasury yesterday after- 
neon ordered from San Francisco 
Mint $600,000 ion silver coin in addi- 
tion to that already received. So now 
we areon the verge of specie pay- 
ments.
